SOCIALIST KEON 
SAVES THO. MEN 
~ FROM DROWNING 


Man Who Went to Jail Rath- 
er Than Pay Tax Be- 
comes Hero. 








Socialist John J’ Keon, who enshrined 
himself insthe Grafton (Ill.) gallery of 
immortals by going to jail for three 
months rather than pay a $1.50 poll tax, 
now advances as a candidate for further 
distinction and possibly a Carnegie med- 
al as the rescuer of two men from 
drowning in the Mississippi River. 

The rescued are Dr. L. B. Adams 
of Chicago, who is !n Grafton superin- 
tending the construction of a gasoline 
pleasure vacht, and R. L. Meysenburg, 
cashier of the Grafton: Bank. 

Dr: Adams and Meysenburg went 
swimming Thursday afternoon on a 
sandbar in the middie of the river op- 
posite Grafton. A dozen small boys 
were splashing around in. the shallow 
pools near the shore, and Keon was dis- 
porting himself around a bend upstream. 

Drawn into Deep Pools. 

The current washes swittly over the 
bar, and below it there is a reef and 
deep pools, wherein are treacherous 
eddies. Both Dr. Adams and Meysen- 
burg were drawn by the swift current 
over the bar into these pools. They are 
competent swimmers and were not 
alarmed at first, believing they would 
be able to swim back to a footing on 
the bar, but after 15 minutes of vain 
effort their strength began to fail, and 
they set up frightened cries for heip. 

The small boys heard, but prudence 
kept them from trytmg to effect a res- 
cue. They called to Keon. 

Keon isn't as strong on swimming as 
he is on Socialism, but he can swim 
fairly well at that. He reached the bar 
quickly and plunged over into the déep- 
er pools. Both men, nearly exhausted, 
were husbanding what strength they 
had left and were drifting down stream. 
Meysenburg called to Keon to save the 
doctor first. 

Aided by Boys. 

Keon got the Chicago man by the 
hair and, with great effort managed 
to land him safely on the bar, where 
he was able to keep his footing in the 
swift shallow water without help. But 
this effort had so tired Keon that he 
found he could not get Meysenburg to 
the bar. He called to the small boys 
to swim out to it, and form a “human 
chain,"’ to aid in the rescue. 

Eight of the boys, joining hands, 
formed a chain into the pdéol, and 
Keon was able tq help M>ysenburg 
against the current until he reached 
the outmost hand and was pulled to 
safety. , 

All three men were thoroughly ex- 
hausted when they reached the shore. 
Keon spent three months in jail, at 
a cost to Grafton of ® cents a day, 
rather than pay his poll tax. Friends 
finally paid his fine and costs, aggre- 
gating 383, and procured his release. 
He had been sentenced to six months.’

DYING PHYSICIAN 
MAKES STUDY OF 
HIS OWN MALADY 


Dr. Frederick Kidder Records 
Progress of His Disease, 
Cancer of Kidney. 


————- 











The body of Dr. Frederick Kidder, 
whose death, at Affton, St. Louis 
County, was due to cancer of the liver, 
will be taken Friday afternoon to Show- 


hegan, ‘Me., his old home, for inter- 


ment. 
Dr. Kidder was 66 years old and forty 


years he nad practiced medicine in Aff- 
ton without ever having a sign on his 
office. During the progress of his dis- 
@a4se, the fatal termination of which he 
knew was inevitable, Dr. Kidder made 
an intimate study of his own case, as 
appears from books in his. private li- 
brary dealing with cancer of the liver. 

He seems to have sc#sht for descrip- 
tions of symptoms of the disease and 
when the symptoms appeared in his case 
he set down the dates on the margins 
of the leaves. The first, date entered 
was eight months ago... After that, at 
frequent intervals, he set down dates 
on which advanced sysmptoms sppeared. 

Collected Rare Books. 

He studied his disease, not that he 
might combat it, but to trace its devel- 
opment along typical lines, which he 
could do more successfully in his own 
case than from the imperfect descrip- 
tions of his patients. 

He was a collector of rare medical 
books and had a large library of Fn- 
giish, German, French and Latin works, 
in all of which he followed the progress 
of his malady. 

Two months ago he was compelled to 
take to his bed and Dr. John Tittman of 
Kirkwood was called to attend him. 
The entry of a date on the margin of a 
leaf in one of his books shows that as 
late as a week ago he had been study- 
ing his symptoms. 

Dr. Kidder’s practice extended over 
a large part of St. Louts County. and 
he often traveled long distances to 
visit his patients. After he became un- 
able to go to them, they were brought 
to him. A week ago a little child was 
brought to his bedside for treatment. 

His surviving relatives are his mother, 
Mrs. Lillian Burgess of Showhegan, 
Me., and three sisters, Mrs. Hugo Doer- 
ing of St. Louis, Mrs. Hugh Meehan of 
Chicage and Miss Ruth Burgess of 
Showhegen, Me.

CITY TO GET WAGONS

The Board of Public Improvements 


met Friday to take up the charges made 
Thursday by William Ratican, who says 
that the St. Louis Street Flushing Ma- 
chine Co., of which he is president and 
general manager, has been discrimi- 
nated against in street flushing con- 
tracts in favor of the Sanitary Street 
Flushing Machine Co. Jeptha D. Howe, 
as attorney, appeared before the board 
in the interest of this company. 


Ratican declares that Howe was paid 
$1000 fee by the rival company to make 
@ talk before the board. 

‘Tt was noon when the B. P. I. formal- 
ly received and considered the Ratican 
offer of %.50 a day, and it will be con- 
sidered by a committee of the whole 
next Monday. 

President Reber’s only comment was: 
“For six years Ratican demanded $7 a 
day for this work, declaring that any- 
thing less was not adequate payment, 
whereas he says now that $5.50 is a fair 
price.”’ 

President Reber will recommend to the 
board that the city Buy and operate its 
own flushing machines. 

Ratican’s company made an offer 
Thursdey to the Board of Public Im- 
provements to flush the city streets 
for $%.50 a day, whereas the city is 
now paying the Sanitary Co. $7 a day 
for the same work. 

Ratican offered to furnish the city 
an indemnifying bond insuring it from 
loss on account of litigation with the 
Sanitary Co., but City Counselor 
Walther is not fInclined to look with 
favor on a proposition requiring such 
a bond, 

The Sanitary Co. obtained an injunc- 
tion in the U. 8. Circuit Court last 
vear against the St. Louis Co., to pre- 
vent it from using two devices—one a 
certain valve, the other a sediment tank 
~which were alleged to be inrringe- 
ments on the Sanitary Co,’s patents, 

Judgment Reverred. 

Later the Sanitary Co. obtained judg- 
monts in both cases. The Ratican Co. 
took the cases to the VU. 8. Circuit 
Court of Appeals and the judgment in 
me sediment tank case was reversed. 

he other case was held to be an in- 
fringement on the rights of the Sanitary 
company. 

‘The fact that a fine of but $1 was 
assessed against the Ratican company 
ig held by its attorneys as proof that 
the court considered the infringement 
merely technical. 

Up to that time the city had been 
deploying both companies and paying 
each $7 a day. 

‘Fellowing this judgment the Sanitary 
‘gompany notified the city that it would 
have to cease employing the Ratican 
company, and lact September it filed 
suit against the city to compel it to 
do 80. 

‘Acting upon the advice of City Coun- 
selor Walther, the Board of Public Im- 
provements dismissed the Ratican com- 
pany. However, because of the fact 
that Ratican had purchased many 
teams of horses especially for city 
work, Street Commissioner Travilla 
cotitinued to employ Ratican’s teams, 
though not his street flushing machines. 


Day Appointed for Conference. 
A month ago Ratican requested Wal- 


ther to name a day when the attorneys 
for his company and those for the San- 
itary concern could get together and de- 
termine what the United States courts 
had really decided about their affairs. 

Three weeks ago they met. Jeptha D. 
Howe, James L. Hopkins and John M. 
Holmes represented the Sanitary Co., 
and Loomis Johnson spoke for Ratican. 

These four lawyers, with Walther, 
conferred two hours, but were unable to 
reach a decision. They left with Wal- 
ther 800 printed pages of court records, 
500 typewritten pages, various other 
pages and a few law books, with the 
request that he kindly Jook them over. 

“IT have not yet had time to do 50,” 
said Walther, with a significant smile. 

With this decision still in abeyance, 
the Ratican Co. Thursday made an 
offer to President Reber of the Board 
of Public Improvements to do street 
flushing work at the rate of $5.50 a 
day, instead of the $7 being paid to its 
rival, for which Howe is attorney, 
and the matter may be passed on Fri- 
day.

WADE ALSO CHOSEN 


It Is Alleged That Republic- 
ans Were Chosen for Im- 
portant Places. 


The political supporters of Joseph W. 
Folk for President and James A. Reed 
for Senator are charging that the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Democratic 
State Committee, under the domination 
of friends of David R. Francis, has 
not only put a Republican at the head 
of the Business Men’s Auxillary, but 
is playing into the hands of the St. 
Louis public-service corporations, the 
Terminal Railroad Association and the 
railroad interests. 

“Francis and his friends are furnish- 
ing us some excellent campaign ma- 
terial to be used against him,’’ said one 
of Reed’s lieutenants. 

“I am perfectly willing,’”’ said one of 
Folk’s leading supporters, “for the men 
who wrecked the Democratic ship to 
help pay for raising it, but I object to 
one of these men being made captain of 
the vessel.’ 

The Folk and Reed men are directing 
their fire specifically at James E. Smith, 
elected chairman of the auxiliary, and 
indirectly at Francis, who, they charge, 
is largely responsible for Smith being 
put at the head of the organization. 

Smith Voted for Taft. 

Smith and Festus J. Wade, who was 
elected treasurer of the auxiliary, both 
voted for Taft for President in 1908. 
Smith is a director of the Laclede Gas 
Light Co., vice-president of the Sim- 
mons Hardware Co., a director of the 
Third National Bank and is the cham- 
pion of the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation and the railroads generally. 

Smith denounced Gov. Hadley for at- 
tempting to uphold the 2-cent railroad 
law which was enacted by the Missouri 
Legislature during the administration of 
Joseph W. Folk as Governor. He cham- 
pioned the cause of the railroads, and 
asserted that a 3-cents-a-mile fare was 
cheap enough for this State. 

Hadley’s retort was so hot that 
Smith’s nerves were shattered to such 
an extent that he took a three-months’ 
European vacation soon afterward. 

Opposes Free Bridge. 

Every time the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation has made an application to 
the city for franchises Smith ha ap- 
peared before the Municipal Assembly 
to demand that the association be given 


terms. He has denounced the oppo- 
nents of the Terminal Association in 
very bitter terms and opposed the free 
bridge with all the power and resources 
at his command. 

He was active fn the circulation of 
petitions in behalf of the Terminal As- 
sociation’s Ranken tract bill, advocat- 
ing its passage without any provision 
for the abolition of the bridge arbitrary. 

Festus J. Wade is president of the 
Mercantile ‘Trust Co., which is fiscal 
agent for the Laclede Gas Light Co., 
and banker for the United Railways Co. 
James Campopell, for years the financial 
head of the St. Louis public utilities 
monopoly, is a director in the Wade in- 
stitutions and one of Wade's closest ad- 
visers. Wade is a director of the North 
American Co., both of which are now 
being investigated by the Public Service 
Commission of St. Louts. Wade is also 
a director of both the United Railways 
co. and the Union hiectric Light and 
Power Co., and of the West Kentucky 
Coal Co., owned by the North Amert- 
can Co, 

Francis’ Friends Framed Slate, 

Smith and Wade are both active sup- 
porters of Francis for Senator and it 
is charged by Reed's friends that they 
were put at the head of the auxiliary 
to bring about the nomination of 
Francis. 

D. R. Francis Jr., son of former 
Gov. Francis, is a director of the 
United Railways Co., and sits in the 
meetings of the board with Wade and 
the other directors and represents the 
Francis holdings in that corporation. 

The St. Louis supporters of Francis 
framed the slate of officers for the 
auxiliary. All of the officers are op- 
posed to Folk for President, and Reed 
has but one representative, Green Clay 
of Mexico, who was made vice chair- 
man. 

Al Harty, secretary of the State Com- 
mittee, and a member of the executive 
committee, after the meeting Thursday 
said: 

“We want to carry the State this 
fall, and I believe we are going to 
do it. We welcome former Republicans 
into our organization.

IRISH QUESTION SETTLEMENT 


SEEMS TO BE NEAR IN ENGLAND 





Newspaper Announces Premier 


Is About to Announce Agree- 
ment of Great Importance.

LONDON, July 29.—The movement 
for the settlement of the Irish ques- 
tion, originated by Col. Roosevelt and 
Gescribed exclusively in the Post- 
Dispatch is beginning to bear remark- 
able fruit. 

The Daily Express, hitherto a Un- 


- fonist paper, states this morning that 


Prime Minister Asquith will be able 
to announce in the House of Com- 
mons today that the conference be- 


tween the Government and the oppo- 


sition which has been meeting for 
Several weeks, has reached an agree- 
ment. It says: 

“We believe the compromise will be 
effected along lines undreamed of 
by the average man. It would be pre- 
mature to say that the settlement in 
view is one which Includes not only 
Ireland's relation with England, but 
those of all the colonies with the 
mother country.” 

The newspaper goes on to show 
the important bearing which the set- 
tlement of the Irish question would 
have on Anglo-American relations, 
especially in view of the opening of 
the Panama Canal. It points out the 
strength of Irish political influence 
in the United States and declares that 
anything that will tend to improve 
relations between the two nations 
cannot well be ignored by practical 
politicians. 

All this, it should be noted, corre- 
sponds thoroughly with the informa- 


tion given in the Post-Dispatch dis- 
patches.

Cook's route up the Susitna and Chu- 
litna Rivers, failed to reach the sum- 
mit of Mt. McKinley and is now on the 
Way back to Seward.

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WANTED—BIG BROTHERS. 

St. Louis is gratified to learn from the annual 
report of the Juvenile Court that there has been 
a decided improvement in the condition of de- 
linquent and destitute children. The Court and 
the Probation Officers aree doing excellent work. 
But the report shows that there are over 1000 
children now in the eare of the Probation Officer, 
as against 275 two years ago. This does not 
mean, says the report, that there has been a large 
increase in the number of delinquent and neglect- 
ed children, but that the number of children 
brought back to court, after probation has failed, 
has increased the total number in the care of the 
court in their own homes. 

This return to the Juvenile Court of children 
who have been placed on probation seems to 
show that the work of the probation officers has 
been ineffective. And it could hardly be effec- 
tive when, as is shown by the report, each offic- 
er is expected to look after from 100 to 170 chil- 
dren. 

There should be more officers. But even with 
a doubled or tripled force, we should still lack 
something of inestimable value in the work of 
child conservation, and that is the voluntary aia 
of unofficial, large-hearted people who love chil- 
dren and desire to aid them. 

This great need was filled in New York by the 
creation of a body of “Big Brothers,” pledged to 
act as such to the neglected children of that 
city who were brought before the Juvenile Court. 
Ernest K. Coulter, an editorial writer on the 
New York Sun, started the movement. There 
are now 500 enthusiastic and devoted men acting 
as Big Brothers to the poor waifs of New York. 
And the idea has spread to 20 cities. Why should 
not St. Louis have its Big Brothers and Big Sis- 
ters? 

The Big Brother, as the name indicates, is not 
merely a voluntary probation officer. It is not 
merely his interests to see that his Little Broth- 
er does not go astray any farther; but that he 
actually makes social progress. The Big Brother 
will interest himself in the education, the asso- 
ciates, the likes and dislikes and the hopes and 
fears of his Little Brother. He will keep him in 
sight and do his best to make a man of him. 

With plenty of Big Brothers and Big Sisters in 
St. Louis, the judges and officers of the various 
crimina] couts would soon be able to take indef- 
inite vacations. 
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The insurgents and the stand-patters in Kansas 
are talking so fast that the woman who is run- 
ning for Congress on the Socialist ticket over 
there hasn’t had a chance to get a word in edge- 
ways. 
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BE FAIR TO MR. BRYAN. 

The New York Times ig mistaken in saying 
that Mr. Bryan’s “fellow Democrats of Nebraska 
made it very evident that they are tired of him.” 
They made it very evident that they are opposed 
to his plan of county option, but in respect to 
national and economic issues we doubt if his 
hold on the party in Nebraska is perceptibly 
weakened. With an issue that represented the 
sentiment of the rank and file of the party, no- 
“body would seriously question his leadership. 

If the question whether Mr, Bryan should be 
permanently retired to private life were sub- 
mitted to the Nebraska Democrats there would 
not be many votes in favor of it. There ig no 
Democratic leader in Nebraska who would not 
rather have Mr. Bryan with him than against 
him. 

In a general way that applies to the Demo 
crats of the country as well and that is the 
best test of a leader’s influence. Does any in- 
telligent man think the chance of electing a 
Democratic President in 1912 would be increased 
if Mr. Bryan refused to support the ticket? 
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A number of Parisians have organized a society 
to protect their noses from unpleasant odors, not 
by putting a guard on the nose, but by sticking 
their noses into other people’s business and in- 
sisting that all malodorous things be suppressed. 
It is a sort of nasal insurgency on stand-pat 
odors.

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THE ADMINISTRATION PLATFORM. 

The Ohio Republicans have met in state con- 
vention and presented to the people the much 
heralded “model platform.” It is the platform 
of the President’s party in the President’s State. 
It is as submitted to the President. It was ap- 
proved by him. Therefore it is virtually the ad- 
ministration platform. It speaks for organized 
Republicanism. It formulates the national issue. 
For that reason it merits the careful considera- 
tion of the whole country. 

The salient feature of the platform is the bold- 
ness with which it confronts and defies the dis- 
content of the people. It stands pat. It declares 
the tariff has been revised “in accordance with 
Republican doctrine,” that it “did not raise the rate 
of duty on a single common food product,” that 
it affords “no more than an adequate protection 
to the interests of the country,” that no tariff 
bill “was ever more unjustly assailed.” 

In these statements there is no compromise 
with the progressive elements of the Republican 
party. The platforms adopted by Republican 
State conventions in Indiana, in Iowa and in Ne- 
braska, are discredited by the model platform. 
All the insurgents, all the tariff reformers, all 
the liberals of the party are put outside the in- 
trenchments. They are classed with the enemy. 
They are among the “unjust” who criticise: the 
sacred tariff. 

The candidate chosen to make the race for 
the governorship, emphasizes the significance of 
the platform. He is a creature of the standpat 
policy, and of the bosses who stand pat. His nom- 
ination means that the administration supports 
not only the tariff but men of the type of Dick 
and Cox and Wade Ellis. . It is a complete merg- 
ing of the administration with the reactionary 
faction of the party. 

Such is the platform and such the candidate, the 
administration has put into the field in Ohio to 
challenge the votes of the people against Gov. 
Harmon. It seems almost like a madness. Never- 
theless there is method in it. The big interests 
are fighting for their privileges, their pillage and 
their plunder. They perceive in the insurgent re- 
volt against the tariff an opposition that cannot 
be conciliated: It must be crushed or it will 
crush them. So the lines are drawn sharp and 
close. Despite what dodges may be adopted by 
this candidate or that in the congressional dis- 
tricts, the line of cleavage between private greed 
and public welfare is made clear by the platform 
and adl the prospects of Democracy are bright- 
ened.

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OFFICIAL RESPONSIBILITY. 

As the new blank introduced in the St. Louis 
City Hospital] is explained, subjects about to be 
operated on will give their written consent to 
the operation. _This wil] be kept on record. It is 
also said that the signature thus recorded is ex- 
pected to act as a waiver of the right of appeal 
to the courts for redress if the subject suffers 
permanent injury from the operation. 

It may be a reform to secure the consent of all 
“indigent” subjects who are operated on for edu- 
cational purposes. It is generally supposed that 
they are willing. Taking this for granted, no 
signature which can be secured from them, will 
relieve those who operate from responsibility for 
haste, ignorance, bad judgment or anything else 
which results in unnecessary injury or fatality. 

The courts have passed on forced signatures to 
blanks, demanded as a condition of service by 
those who wish to evade lawful responsibility. 
Such enforced signatures are “against public 
policy” in any case. They are certainly against 
it in the case of all public officials. The right 
to life is “inalienable” and so are all the rights 
involved with it when any one, no matter how 
indigent, enters a public hospital. Those who 
make claims to power over life and the person in 
the name of public health are made responsible 
by law. The courts will force them to meet it, 
whenever they force the test.

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A DISESTABLISHED PONTIFF. 

The vote of 41 to 84 by which the English House 
of Commons abolishes the Protestant Succession 
test feature of the Coronation oath, is a relig- 
lous “reformation” as important in itself as any 
which has taken place in England, including that 
under Henry VIII. . 

The power of the “Noncomformists” was shown 
in the withdrawal of Prime Minister Asquith’s 
clause binding the King to support the Church 
of England “as by law established.” The Lloyd- 
George nonconformists propose to evict the 
bishops from the House of Lords and to break 
the connection wholly between political govern- 
ment and religion. They mean that no religion- 
ist shall claim political privilege because of his 
church membership. 

When they free the King from the test oath, 
they disestablish him as “Defender of the Faith” 
and Supreme Pontiff of the Church of England 
by inheritance from Henry VIII. His conscien- 
tious scruples have been respected but he is left 
& political executive, not bound to support any 
“faith” whatever. The “established church” is no 
longer established in the throne-room and its 
place in the House of Lords is held by an un- 
certain tenure. All that is meant by the vote 
may be pleasing neither to Oxford nor to the 
Vatican. These are years when the English 
House of Commons is doing more for revolution 
against feudalism than has been done since the 


Long Parliament announced that prerogative of 


all kinds must yield to law. Lioyd-George means 
more than George V in Twentieth Century En-

Those Terrible Justices. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The protest against electing men who are not 
lawyers to the office of justice of the peace, a8 
embodied in the letter signed “Lawyer”, which 
appeared last week, opens an issue of gréat im- 
portance to the small litigant. The rich man, 
with his big law suits, is protected in the char- 
acter of mer who pass upon his rights. No can- 
didate dares to aspire to the circuit bench unless 
he be a lawyer of experience and learning. But 
the justice of the peace courts, in whose jurisdic- 
tion of $500 the poor man is permitted to appear 
and plead his own case, are used as political 
plums to reward the “workers” of both parties. 

What a storm of protest would arise if a sa- 
leconkeeper aspired to the position of physician 
at the City Hospital! Yet it is fully as absurd 
to put him in a place where, with no greater 
knowledge than that gained by dispensing. beer, 
he has to deal with technical questions of con- 
tracts, sales, replevins, etc., as where he would 
have to treat fevers and broken arms. He is no 
more fitted for one than for the other. 

The abuses in certain justice of the peace 
courts of St. Louis, which could be related by 
the lawyers of the city, would sound like tales 
from the middle ages. One justice of the peacé 
in North St. Louis, before whom I have several 
times had the honor of appearing, seldom at- 
tempts to run the wheels of justice unless his 
clerk, a man who served formerly under a law- 
yer justice of the peace, is standing close beside 
him, ready to nod a quiet “yes” or “no” to ques- 
tions which have to be passed upon. 

The lawyers of St. Louis have made a deter- 
mined effort to remedy the evil of the proposed 
Municipal Courts bill; but the politicians defeated 
the bill at Jefferson City and have already 
pledged most of the legislative candidates in 
both parties to vote against it at the next ses- 
sion. 

It is up to the voters. If they knew, as the 
lawyers know, the farce made of their rights 
in some of these courts they would not, stop for 
breakfast on the morning of August 2, but give 
their vote toward the establishment of justice 
courts which dispense justice.

Crop Advices Good—Con- 
gestion in Chicago 
July Wheat. 


Pit conditions in the Chicago mar- 
ket held wheat prices steady in the 
early trading today. Later, on bear- 
ish crop advices, good selling was 
precipitated and wheat and corn 
closed about lc lower all along the 
lire. 

The weather was seasonable in all dl- 
rections. It was cool in the Northwest 
and the crop reported making additione! 
progress toward recovery. Additional 
precipitation was reported over the corn 
belt, and Missouri received a good wet- 
ting down in important sections. 

The winter belt generally was favor- 
able for the movement, and the re- 
ceipts were largely in excess of last 
year. 

Independent strength in the July op- 
tion in Chicago intensified the fear of 
a belated squeeze of shorts. The trade 
believes that a large hedged short in- 
terest exists in this option. 

This opinion is strengthened by the 
action of sellers. There is over 1,000,000 
bu of wheat on track in Chicago, which 
cannot be run into elevators in time 
for delivery on July sales. 

Sellers have requested the Board of 
Trade to permit these cars to be de- 
clared regular delivery from track. The 
directors of the exchange are expected 
to take action on the delivery today. 
The result should be reflected in the 
July option. 

Reports from 106 counties In Kansas 
to the Daily Drovets’ Telegram make 
the total wheat crop of Kansas 63,439,- 
940 bu. Grain dealers, millers and bank- 
ers participated, basing their average on 
threshing returns. The average condition 
of corn on July 26 is placed at 72.2. 

Liverpool prices opened %@%d up, in- 
fluenced by steady American cables and 
light shipments from Argentine and 
Australia. Hungarian advices indicate 
rains, delaying harvest and damaging 
crop, and estimates on yield are being 
reduced. Argentine weather has become 
favorable and increased acreage is in- 
dicated. 

Liverpool wheat futures closed 4%@%d 
up. Paris closed 4%@%c up, Antwerp 
ic lower, Berlin 4c up and Budapest 
4c lower. 

Argentine wheat shipments this 
week were 1,072,000 bu, against 1,-

A considerable percentage of the 
soft winter wheat in a number of 
States, notably in Missouri, Illinois and 
the Southeast, is light test, thin and 
shriveled grain, and smutty and 
oniony.’’
